Water  Supply . 

The  main  water  supply  of  the  Town  is  supplied  by  the  Wales 
Gas  Board,  Monmouth  Gas  & Water  Undertaking.  This  supply  has 
been  regularly  examined,  and  in  all  cases  proved  satisfactory. 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  three  private  supplies.  Five 
samples  were  unsatisfactory  and  remedial  measures  were  suggested 
to  the  owners  of  the  aupplies.  Two  of  the  supplies  are  now 
satisfactory  and  the  remaining  supply  at  Chapel  Farm  is  being 
kept  under  obeorvation# 

Twenty  samples  were  taken  from  ten  supplies  in  the  Yfatery 
Lane  area*  Those  samples  proved  unsatisfactory,  tho  occupiers 
of  premises  in  the  area  wore  advised  to  boil  water  for  domestic 
use.  The  VfcLoo  Gas  Board  (Monmouth  Undertaking)  Tho  Statutory 
Water  Authority  were  asked  to  prepare  a (Scheme  to  supply  tho 
area.  This  scheme  is  now  awaited.
